Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 23.— PRt.sburg 
was shaken from end to end today liy 
tluinderbolts of sensational testimony 
in connection with the newiy disclosed 
inunicliial legislative scandal. The 
troubles of San Francisco are popu- 
larly declared to bo tamo In compari- 
son. Furthermore U is stated that the 
developments today are mere prelim- 
inaries to subseauent steps against 
additional councllm'en and business 
men. 

The testimony offered In PPUrt today 
Intimated strongly that over three 
score councllmeh are "e^sy to reach," 
and the, "reaching"-, necessitated only 
small sums,'ranglng froth $100 to $500, 
and out of a mass of t-estimony came 
an apparent disclosure that a major- 
ity of the council body had been 
"reached." In the passage of 0110 
ordinance alone, it was testiiled that 
sixty councllnien had divided $'15,00O. 
Sensations followed one anollivr in 
rapid succession today during tho 
hearing of the seven councllnien and 
two former banlc officials arrested on 
charges of bribery, corrupt solicita- 
tion and conspiracy last Monday 
night. 

W. "W. Ramsey and A. A. Vllsack, 
former iiresldent and cashier of tho 
German National bank, were first 
called for a hearing today. It was 
testified tiiut they had been tipproach- 
ed by Councilman John Klein, one of 
the accused, who stated that the bank 
would be made a depository for the 
city's funds "if tho German National 
bank would do as other banks have 
done." A witness further declared that 
after several confijrences tho bankers 
placed 517,500 on a table hi a room of 
the bank, and that Councilman Klein 
and a companion entered the room and 
a short time, later left the bank. The 
bankers then visited the room and tho 
money was gone. At the reciuest of 
the directors- both of the , bank ofil- 
clals resigned last Saturday. They 
were held in bonds of $14,000 each. 

The s«ven councllmen... President 
Brand and Members Klein, Soflel, 
Wasson, Melaney, and Ferguson, of 
the common council, and Atkinson, of 
the select 'board, wpre th6n .called for 
hearing. The principal witness was 
R.X'rert 'Wilson, a private detective and 
superintendent. of the municipal league 
of Scranton, Ph., who is employed by 
the Voters' League of Pittsburg, which 
brings the comidalnt against the nine 
di'fendaiits. 

rilr. \Vilson's testimony was sensa- 
tional. ,\ld(,-d by an assistant, it was 
told that \ViIson eng.'i.ged ;i jooni In a 
loc-al hotel, cut holes In the door and 
walls of an adjoining room. Then a 
merit's of meetings was arranged with 
councllmen. Ills assistant, Herbert 
juji^o, jjosed as a business man desir- 
ing certain ordinances passed, and 
during bis conferences ivltli the 
councllnien, Wilson and a stenographer 
Were stationed in the next room, mak- 
ing a full report of tlie transactions. 
During ti.ese conferences, Councilman 
ICIeIn had a great deal to say regard- 
ing how comijletely councils were con- 
trolled liy the accused men, the detec- 
tive said. It was also testilied that 
Klein and Brand each accepted $500 
from .Tones in payment for securing 
the passage of ;ui ordinance. 

At a meeting hold in another local 
hotel, Klein, it was testified, told "Wil- 
son iiow hard It was to divide money 
among tho councllmen. To Illustrate 
his remarks, It was testified that 
Councilman Klein told of how $15,000 
had to be split between sixty council- 
men. 

This money was alleged to have been 
received In connection with the con- 
struction of the filter beds at tho now 
nitration plant of Pittsburg, Coun- 
cilman Klein, Mr. Wilson testified, said 
that the councllmen had different 
prices. Some councllmen, Kh iii told 
him, wanted $100, some $7,1,- and .some 
$25, and still others $5. According to 
Cnuncllman ICleln, Wilson related, the 
$5 councllmen wore known as "hood- 
lums." It w.as also possible to secure 
sonio councllmanic votes 011 some 
measures In return for a suit of clothes 
or for street car ticltiHs. 

With the exception of Klein and 
Wasson, all of tlie defendants ininiodi- 
ately renewed their bonds for appear- 
ance for court trial and wfre released.. 
In the aggregate the bonds amounted 
to $118,000.

— Jeremiah Mullln, 
who was secretary to Hon. J, J. Curran 
when the latter was solicitor-general 
for Canada, and was also secretary to 
Charles Fltzpatrlck when Minister of 
Justice, died of lieart failure while on 
a street car this morning. 



' Tlio Pope's Health. 

Rome, Dec. 23. — The Pojie today re- 
ceived the Right Rev. Richard Scan- 
nell. Bishop of Omaha, ill private 
audience. All the customary recep- 
tions to the cardinals, the members of 
the diplomatic corps, the aristocracy 
and personages of the court who aro 
wont to come to tho pope every ytiar to 
present Christmas and Now Year's 
greetings, have been ,sujponded tlil.s 
year. This Is partly because gractings 
were presented to tho Pontiff but a few 
weeks ago on tho occasion of hia 
jubilee celebration, and partly because 
the Holy Father has not yet recovered 
his usual strength after his recent In- 
disposition. Tho physicians of tho 
Pope do not wish him to btt subjected 
to unnecessary fatigue. 



Washington, Dec. 23.— After an In-' 
terval of eight months, tho United 
States has resumed friendly 'relations 
with Venezuela, and Wm. I. Buchanan 
has loft this country on the cruiser 
North Carolina as a special commis- 
sioner to report, upon tlie situation. 
The question whether tho United 
States will accord formal recognition 
to the new government will depend 
largely upon Mr. •Buclianan's report 
as to its ability to maintain a stable 
institution and to fulliU treaty obliga- 
tions. It has not yet been fully estab- 
lished by the Gomez government that 
it will retain its powers without trou- 
ble for there still remain adherents 
of President Castro. A possibility that 
disorder may arise is Indicated in a, 
request for an American warship at 
La Gualra, to which the United States 
government promptly responded. 

Secretary of Stato Root was pleased 
when ho announced today that Presi- 
dent Gomez wished to settle all In- 
tornatlonai questions. He has felt all 
along that , the situatioi; in Venezuela 
would wprk itself out If the Venezu- 
elans .w:ere left^to themselves. ; Some 
significance waa a^ first, attachedljto; 
the faejt' that Mr. Bbot--IiadY>re£eri*ed 
to Gomez as presIdenC in his stat- 
ment to the press, and this was taken 
to Indicate tho attitude of the govern- 
ment. It was explained that such. , a 
reference had been made In the com-*' 
munlcation which came to the depart^K 
ment through the Brazilian ofiiclals* 

It is expected that the Dutch war- 
ships will bo withdrawn from Vene- 
zuela and that either diplomatic re- 
lations between Holland and VenezuJ 
ela he resumed or a commissioner 
would be dispatched to Caracas, as in 
the case of the United States. The 
refusal in- March last by the Castro 
administration to consider separate- 
ly tho questions In controversy be- 
tween tho two countries made It plain 
that diplomacy would accomplish noth- 
ing further towards their settlement. 
This deadlock was made clear to tho 
United States senate, but congress ad- 
journed without taking any action in 
the matter. Five claims which form 
the basis of the last negotiations were 
those of S. A. F. Guarett, who was 
expelled from tho country; tho Orino- 
co corporation; tho Orinoco Stoanfshlp 
company; the New York and Bermu- 
dez Asphalt company, and the United 
.States and Venezuelan company, tho 
amounts involved running nominally 
Into millions of dollars. By what mea^ 
sure they are to be settled ,'lB a (liiest*. , 
tlon for the future. 

Placating Holland 

The Hague, Dec. 23. — Tho revoca- 
tion of tho transhipment decree of May 
14 by the Venezuelan Government was 
announced in the houses of parliament 
this evening by Foreign Minister Van. 
Swinderen. It was this decree that 
made most of the trouble between 
Venozueha and tho Netherlands. Un- 
der its terms tho transhipment of 
goods at AVillomstad destined for 
Venezuela was proscribed, and its 
operation worked much injury to tho 
commerce of tho Dutch. The foreign 
minister said the Dutch naval oper- 
ations along, the Venezuelan coast had 
been suspended at the request of act- 
ing President Gomez. The foreign 
minister's words were as follows: *'P;ol- 
jo^lng the diacoyery pt: a:- plot'! against 
tho life of the vice preisldent .of •-'Vene- ' 
zuela, Juan Vicente Gomez, a ihlnisti^ . 
was formed and some of, the support- 
ers of President Castro were, cast into 
prison. 

"On December 21 acting PresidehC 
Gomez, as an evidence of friendliness 
and pending later negotiations by duly 
appointed delegates, ordered a stay ofs . 
execution in tho decroo of May 4, an4. 
expressed the hope that the Nether-' - 
lands similarly would suspend., ^thd' 
naval demonstration In Venezuelan 
waters. 

"Pending the establishmont of n, 
Venezuelan consulate at Curacao, tho 
German consul there has been author- 
ized to grant shipping clearances." • 
France Pleased.' 

Paris, Dec. 28.— Tho French news- 
papers hall with satisfaction what 
they consider the definite downfall of 
Castro and commend tho energetic at- 
tltudo of Holland as an Important In- 
fluence In tho coUapso of a reign of 
violence and .security. Tho Tompa 
approves of tho peaceful proclamations 
Issued by acting president Gomez and 
foresees tho possibilities of u settle-, 
inent of tho dlfflculties with tho 
powers. Franco Included. 

Castro's Future. 

Berlin, Deo. 23. — Castro has mada 
no plans for the future, according to - 
tho statement of a member of his 
suite. It was reiiorted today, how- 
ever, tliat ho Intends to reside for a 
time at least In liJgypt, as tho climate 
Is suitable to him, but nothing as yet 
has been decided upon. Castro will 
remain for some time in Dr. Israel's 
hospital, 

U. S. Gunboats. 

Portsmouth, N.H., Dec. 23.— Ordora 
havo been received at tho navy yard 
to rush worlc on tlio gunboat Paducah 
and Marietta, which .are being re- 
paired here. It is belived tliat this 
hurry has to do with tho Venezuelan 
situation. 



Suicide in Jail 
North Bay, Doc. 23. — Telosphore 
Bolleau, about 25 years old, with a 
v/lfo and two children In Matheson, i 
committed suicide In tho police station 
last night by hanging, having torn hls_ 
blanket into strips for the purpose.

CONVENTIONS AND CAUCUSES. 

Canadians borrowed two things 
from their American neighbors con 
cernlng the utlHty of which, from the 
ipublic point, of view, .tiiore jnay be 
considerahle doubt. They arc the party 
convention and the party caucu.s. 
Wlien we say convention v.'e do not 
mean the organization conventions 
3uch as are lield annually, or at less 
frequent Intervals to keep up a party 
organization, but conventions for the 
nomination of candidate;. By a cau- 
cus we mean tho meeting of the mem- 
bers of the legislature belonging to any 
party with the view of deciding how 
all measures shall be considered, tho 
result being that the votes cast in tho 
House afterwards are not indicative of 
individual opinion. A quarter of u 
century ago a party eonvention in 
Canada for the nomination of candi- 
dates was a very unusual thing. Those 
who aspired to representative positions 
i.s.sufd their card.s and did thrlr own 
work of organizatioii. He would be a 
rash man who would affirm that we 
get better results under the conven- 
tion plan than we got under the old 
one. The nominating convention de- 
velops party l)os.si.siii. In very many 
ea.-'e.s it l.s all uiulcrstood in advance 
who will get tlie nomination, and ex- 
cept in the case of recognized leaders, 
the men usually chosen are selecte<l 
because they sire C'olorles.s in their 
politic..^ and [K-rliaps possess .some 
personal elements of popularity. There 
was a time when constituents return- 
ing two or more representatives would 
h.'ivc a h,ilr-(l.)xcn or more candidates. 
A.s tlic caiiii;ai;rn progressed' these can- 
didates ui.iiihl I'ornj groups and havi- 
their names prjiiti<l 'in the same bal- 
lot paper, for In tho.se days we did not 
have the present so-called secret ballot. 
Men prepared their own ballot.'? or 
used those iirinted by the caiulldate.s, 
lIi'iKc wiiLii nvii or nunc names wen- 
printed on tiie same papi'r it used to 
be said that the candidates thereon 
named \wrc "on the same ticket," 
which meant that they were helping 
each other. Now the "ticket," which 
is no longer a ticket at all. is niadi: up 
at -the i)arty convention. Wc <|iicstion 
tho claim of the iw.w system to be con- 
sidered better than the old one, oven 
In the case where only one candidate 
Is to be no?ninated. 'i'he convention 
may secure llie election of the num the 
party managers want, but perhaps It 
is not always well for the public that 
the managers should have their own 
waj'. 

As to the Caucus, the Colonist rare- 
ly has had anything to sa\' in f.-wor 
of It. That the government onglit to 
consult its supporters occasionally we 
thoroughly believe; that on all im- 
portant measures Involving matters of 
policy it l.s desirable to secure In ad- 
vance a promise f)f adlierence fror.i the 
memborfi of tho party, we admit witli- 
out argument. But. we do not think 
It desirable that tho details of mea- 
sures should be thresliod out In cau- 
cus. The ])roi)cr i)laco for tho con- 
sideration of details Is the floor of tho 
House, either at Ottawa or Victoria 
One reason Why tho caucus is called 
together 80^ often to consider matters, 
that might ' well- be left open, is duo 
to a misunderstanding of the effect of 
iin adverse vot(! in the Houi.c. hi-t 
US suppose that the government <if 
the day proposes as a matter, of policy 
to operate a line of airships as! a public 
enterprise, but tho! measure )vhen. in- 



troduced- is defeated.- ■ Tho resignation 
of tho government .would not neces- 
sarily follow. Tho Premier might de- 
cide to make It an issue. In which 
event he might resign or he might ask 
for a dissolution; but he would not bo 
bound to take clthcr;on0, course, <>r the 
otlur. Ho might let' the measiire drop 
and await tho further action of tlti^ 
House. A conspicuous Illustration of 
this occurred In a Canadian provincial 
legislature. Tho. government was de- 
feated upon the Address, but the Pre- 
mier made no announcement. A few 
miiuites afterwards lie was defeated 
on a motion to adjourn, and ho there- 
upon announced that he would consult 
the lieutenant-governor. Ho did so, and 
the next day camo to tho House and 
announced his resignation. This Is an 
extreme case. If a defeat on a ques- 
tion of policy does not necessarily 
involve the resignation of a govern- 
ment, much less does a defeat on a 
question of details. Hence a govern- 
ment Is always safe to leave tho Housi> 
free in tlie matter of details, for it 
can always withdraw a bill If It Is 
amended so as to defeat or impair the 
object for which It has been intro- 
duced. 

Tlivso observations are made apro- 
pos of nothing In particular, but 
simply because it is well occasionally 
to discuss flrst principles. Neither tho 
Dominion nor tho local iiarliamentary 
body is in session and while there are 
a few bye-electlons In sight there is 
not likely to be any convention held 
In respect to either of them. Now and 
again, when no one Is thinking about 
any special matter. It Is jii.st as well 
to talk a little about the things v hlch 
go to make up our Institutions. As 
the constitution of the Slate of Wash- 
ington says: "A frequent recurrence 
to flrst principles is desirable for tho 
proper understanding of our system 
of government."

THE INTERCOLONIAL. 

Yesterday in a reference to the com- 
ing session of Parliament we referred 
to the rumors afloat as to tho. transfer 

of the intercolonial Railway to a pri- 
vate company. We lind the following 

in tlie Toronto AVorld: 

The Montreal Herald has a long 
editorial which begins and ends no- 
where, but would sc-oin to be breaking 
ground for tin: lease or sale of tlio In- 
tercolonial. It is too nuicli tile faslilon 
to hold up tliis system as illustrating 
tlie defects of public ownership. Those 
who have occa.sioii to travel upon the 
I.C.R. find excellent service, good meals 
at reasonable fjrices, and prolialily a 
better return for their money tlian 
many railways owned and ojierated liy 
private corporations. It Is not a 
moneymaker, and flo dOubt some graft- 
ing has gone on'ln the railway depart- 
ment as In other departments. The 
grafting should bo stopped. If it does 
exist, but the system must remain 
under government ownership and con- 
trol. W'hen tho G.T.P. is operating Its 
section between Quebec and Monctlon 
we win be alilc to make some exact 
comparisons, because of course the 
I.e. it. will cross the St. l.uwrenee 
when the new Quebec bridge i.s built. 

Tho Toronto World Is a very 
staunch advocate of government own- 
ership, and we are not surprised that 
It should take this stand. There is no 
doubt that the Intercolonial has been 
handled more with tlie view of giving 
good service than of making a profit, 
and we are not sure If this Is not 
the correct principle, ai^sumlng, of 
course, that business princlplea pre- 
vail in the management. The people 
of Canada must not lose .sight of the 
part which the promise of this rail- 
way played in bringing about Confed- 
eration. So Important was It deem- 
ed tliat tho British Xorth America 
Act contains the following very un- 
u.iual provision. 

"Inasmuch as the provinces of Can- 
ada, Xov.'i Scotia, and New Bruns- 
wick ha\'e joined in a rleclaration that 
the construction of the Intercolonial 
Railway is essential to the consolida- 
tion of British North America and 
to the assent of Nova Scotl.a and New 
Brunswick thereto and have coiiso- 
fiuently agreed that provision should 
bo made for its immediate construc- 
tion 'Ijy the government ot Canada, 
'nirrefoi'i; etc., etc." 

Tims tlu' Intercolonial Railway wa.'\ 
the corner stone of the Dominion, and 
if it has not proved a flnancial succes.s, 
Its failure In that regard does not of 
itself call for its abandonment .-i.s a 
jiublic' work. The iiecjpl,; of the east- 
ern Maritime Provinces have sonii' 
right In this connection, which ought 
to he respected. It Is largely a matter 
for them to decide. "We have a tele- 
gram from St. .John this morning In- 
ilicating how the people there feel 
about It.

Ho thinks that tho pres- 
ence of great numbers of those un- 
hapjiy i)eo])le in Kngland presents a 
very grave problem, but one that Eng- 
land must solve, for he regards It as 
a mistake to sujjpoHo that "clearer 
skies, a .more generous space nnd un- 
vitlated air will transform a man or 
woman, who has attained full growth 
froiii a useless to useful member of 
the community."

In the Interests of Im- 
perial unity, however, it Is to be re- 
gretted that a number of Ignorant peo- 
ple In England are given opportunity 
not only to make fools of themselves, 
but to grossly misrepresent a loyal 
Colony. 



An interesting reference to Canada 

was made by the .Archbishop of Can- 
terbury at a recent mei.'tiug in London 
of the Colonial and Continental Church 
Society. Canada and Australia seem- 
(!d to him, he said, to make an appeal

Mr. C. J. O'Donnell, who has an- 
nounced his Intention of not again 
standing for parliament owing to tho 
Socialistic proclivities of tho times, Is 
an old Indian civil servant, and ho will 
perhaps be. best remembered as the 
friend of the agitators who wrote 
'Agitate, agitate, agitate. ... Morley 
will give way in the end." He wrote 
a book on the situation in India some 
months ago, in which bis dislike of 
Lord Curzon and of the whole of that 
part of the Indian Civil Service which 
emanated from Oxford was very con- 
spicuous. As may be imagined, Mr. 
O'Donnell Is not an Oxford man, im 
comes from Queen's university. Ills 
chief work in India was not adminis- 
tration, which deprives his criticisms 
of the service of much value. As a 
matter of fact ho was principal assist- 
ant to Sir AV. W. Hunter in compiling 
the "Gazetteer of India." iMr. O'Don- 
nell, wlio llws at Queen's Gate, has 
also a country house at Eversley, in 
Hampshire, tlic beautiful spot wliicli 
was the home of the Klngsleys. 

Tho most recent contributor to tho 
Chancellor's fund tor O.xford univer- 
sity Is the King of Slam, who has sent 
£200. When, says the London Globe, 
his son was at the university, it used 
to be a favorite story among profane 
undergraduates that the prince tele- 
graphed to his father, "Have pas.sed 
Smalls," and received the next day a 
telegram from Bangkok, "Hearty con- 
gratulations.

For. in-far foreign lipids, from Dunkirk 

to Belgrade. ' 
Lie the soldiers 'and chiefs of the Irish 

Brigade. 

Two brothers, James and Andrew, al- 
ready lie at St. Oucn after the war of 
1570. But for all that I'm not Ijrow- 
beaten. After nil. It is only a duty to 
the country — and ->vo do not forget 
that the French came over to fight for 
us. I fear, however, the war Is only 
put off.

Men Over Fifty Years of Age 
Will Take A(3peal to Police 
'"'"'^'IVIagistfate 



The Right Reverend Bishop of Col- 
umbia put hlmsclt on record yester- 
day before the court of revision l)y 
sayinsr that to pay a tax from which he 
was exempt, by. law was a very buck- 
stair's way 'o"t getting, a! vote; Blsiioi) 
Perrln, apparently,' l?]!.. .entitled to a 
vote as the, representative i . of tho 
church property, but l\eyie8lres his 
personal vote as a; HousehoWer. , Ho 
said that he was perfectly;„willlng to 
pay tho $2 tux If necessary, but being 
over the required age he had been in- 
formed that it could, not bo. received. 
Eventually his lordship decided to 
test the matter by an appeal to tiiu 
niaglatrato. 

Joseph Polrson was another of tho 
Protestants aKulnst the ruling of tlic 
court of revision whlcii neniea iho voiu 
to men over llfty, who have not paid 
the $2 ta.x, and he (pioted an oijlniou 
of Judge Si)inks, the county court 
judge at Vernon, who had decided that 
they were entitled to a vote. IIo 
thought the law should be the same all 
over the )jrovince, aiul renuu-ked th.it 
it was ridiculous that votes should be 
.'iuld for $2 which was iiractieally what 
the law now anuuuUed to. He consi- 
dered tliat the wiliest pos.sihle inter- 
pretatlun should be glvca to the act. 

'i'liu court \-ester(iay dealt with a 
number of protests a^aliist luuuea on 
the ll.st brouf^lit by the city road tax 
collector, v,-lu) liad a list of all the ap- 
Iillcants who had not iiaid the ta.\, 
there wen^ also a number of people 
who appeared in Hupi)ort.-.of their rlyht 
to vote in rcspon.su to notices which 
hud been sent them. 

Not Due Till Demanded. 

The city solicitor advised the court 
nn several points, one iif them being 
thtit owing to the wording of tlio by- 
law the road tax was not due, and so 
not a debt, until it was demanded. In 
compliance with this, those men on the 
collector's list who had not been ask- 
ed for the tax were stricken off and 
their names were left on the list. Ho 
further pointed out that if a man had 
made the required declaration tliat he 
had paid tlie taxis due by liini to ;in 
amount of not less than $2, Imt had 
not paid the road tax, he wa.s entitled 
to remain on the list, if the road tax 
had not been demaniled, for from him 
imless there ^vas evidence before tlie 
court that ho had i)ald no other taxes. 
His afllilavit must bi' t.aken a.s evi- 
dence that ho hud filled tho conditions

' Ilov,- Chrislmas is (jbserved among 
the poor in l^ngland, wiio still are not 
paupers, the reader must , read the 
Chrlstma.s Carol to tinderstund. It 
Ulekeiis had never written anything 
but IJ.ib Cralelilt's Christmas Dinner 
111- would be entitled to the gratitude oj 
all who love eliildren and In whom the 
Chrlstma.s spirit survives. Men and 
women in every corner of the Empire 
appreciate the humor and i)athos as 
well aa the genuine goodness of the 
honielv story. Kad as is the fate of 
the ver>- poor of JCnglish cities, yet 
Cliristnias brings to almost all a 
gleam of hrlKlitness and a tOUCh of 
brotlurlv luve^. In great halls little 
ehlldren are gathered together and are 
f.asted and amused by those Whose 
hearts ache for tile bareness of their 
lives. To tills they look forward and 
today such L-iforts as ate possible are 
being made to lit themselves for to- 
morrow's feasi. Into many, many, 
even of the poorest homes, Christmas 
charity has made jiossible some cele- 
bratioii. however inadcciuate, of tho 
festival in wiileh every son of man 
should sh.ir('.

Little 
they think of how much solf-denlttl 
was needed in many cases that they 
might enjoy the dajr.-to. their heart's 
c ontent. This keeping. Of Christmas 
with Us kindly bid world customs Is 
one of tho most beautiful things we 
have borrowed from the mother land, 
and so long as the memories of happy 
Christmas Eves survive In the, hearts 



of our children, thp faith o£ Christian- 
ity will be- a" living force In their lives. 

CHRISTMAS EVE- 

On Christinas Kvo the bells were rung; 
On Cliriatmas live the mess was sung; 
That only night. In .alJ tho your, 
Saw the stoled priest tho chalice rear. 
The damsel donned lier klrtlc slieen; 
The hall was dressed with holly green; 
Forth to the wood did the merry men 
gc. 

To gather In the niLUlctoo. 
Then opened wide the baron's hall 
To vassal, tenant, serf and all; 
Power laid his rod of power aside. 
And ceremony doffed Ills pride. 
The heir, with rcses hi his shoes, 
That night might village partner 
choose. 

The lord, underogating siiiire 
The vulgar game of'post' and pair. 
All hailed with uncontrolled delight. 
And general voice, the happy night. 
That to the cottage, as the crown, 
Brought tidings of. salvation down." 

From the vqry earliest times Christ- 
mas Eve hfts been a time of merry- 
making. Indeed, befoi-e the advent of 
Christ all northern nations had ob- 
served the season as a time of mirth 
and of religious rites. The Druids of 
ancient Briton at the time of the win- 
ter solstice with mystic ceremonies 
and sacrifices solemnly cut down the 
sacred mistletoe from the oaks on 
which It grew. Although this plant 
has been used for decoration In the 
present and has i;or centuries been re- 
garded by lovers as a plant of good 
omen and a source of mirth, the Chris- 
tian church has always associated It 
with heathen rites, and it has formed 
no part of the decoration of the 
churches. Tho burning of the Tule log 
has come to us from our Scandinavian 
ancestors, who at .this lioeson kindled 
huge bonllres In honor of their god 
Thor. The Yule log, howover, became 
one of tho most popular and one of 
tho most enduring of Anglo-Saxon cus- 
toms. Even yet in some places the 
embers of last year's Yule log is kept 
to kindle that brought In on Ciirlstmas 
Eve. With the Yule log was in the old 
days brought in a huge Christmas can- 
dle. Every county In England had a 
different way of celebrating the bring- 
ing In of the Yule log, but In all there 
were sports and feasting and nilrlli. 
The Christmas tree which is dressed 
on Christmas Eve, comes to us from 
Germany, ^ind was not known In Old 
England. Prom the same country 
comes tho giving -f Christmas jire- 
sents though liuaounded hospitality 
wtis exercised In England on Christ- 
mas Eve. Tho hanging up ed' the 
stockings Is another Gennun custom, 
and Santa Claus or St. N'lcholas, had 
his origin In the sume country. A 
very old custom vyaa that of mummery. 
On Christmas Eve and throughout the 
season mon.dres^^tl In all sorts of gro- 
tesque custumos ..went about lo the 
great hous^^ and, , acted rude plays. 
Their pcrform!jn?ics,,',\voro usually di- 
rected by tho Lord ,of iUsrule, who 
was appointed to load, the rebels in 
various places. Even the grave Uni- 
versity of Cambridge had Its Lord of 
.Misrule. The waits were muslclaii.s 
who disturbed tho slumbers of sober 
citizens ut Christmas time. In later 
days the carol singers, who on Christ- 
mas Eve delight the people of the Old 
Land, iiavo taken the place of the 
waits and are sometimes called by the 
tamo names. Tho custom of singing 
Christmas carols Is a very old one. 
.leremy Taylor says, ".A.s soon as these 
blessed choristers had sung their 
Christmas carol and taught the church 
a hymn to put into her oUices forever 
In the anniversary of this festivity, 
tile angels returned into heaven." 
Many of the old Christmas earola are 
noted for their bi.'uuty and simplicity. 
The custom Is tlius described: "The 
choristers attached ti> the village 
church make their rcmiids to the prlii- 
cll5al houses throughout the parish, aiui 
sing simie of Vr^ir-: lieautiful and toucli- 
ing hymns. The airs to wliieli they 
are sung are iriMpiently no less plain- 
tive and nn.'lodlous tliim the wnrils." 
There Is a very lieautiful enrol wrilt.'n 
by the poet llerriek called the "Star 
Song." The following arc the Ilrst 
verses :

Children's Fears 

A professor in one of the largo col- 
leges has been collecting facts con- 
cerning the fears of children. These 
fears, he says, are generally created 
by pareuLs aand servants. He found 
that 1,700 children examined had 6,450 
fears, the principal ones l)(Mng the fear 
ot lightning and thunder, reptiles, 
strangers, the dark, deatii, domestic 
animals, disease, wild anlmal.s, water, 
ghosts, insects, rats and mice, robbers 
and high winds.

At certain places lie 
found children that fear the end oT 
tho world, which Is caused entirely 
adult teaching. His tabulation show.s 
what education can do In this respect. 
No child was found thajt had any spe- 
cial fear of tho devil. ' Two Iiundred 
years ago, or oven at a less distant 
period, that fear would have been the 
greatest. The same may be uiiid of 
tho fear of gliosis, - which seems to 
have almost died away. Some children 
were found who feared being burned 
nllvo, which, ■the i professor says. Is a 
iivjustroiis 'thihg ;i:tpfK;ih^ In' 'tho 

young mind.; Fear, will always be one 
of the strongest Influences In life, but 
it Is possible by teaching what real 
danger consists of to eradicate ground-, 
less fears, and it is to that end that 
tlie prol'csanr made his investigation, .■

Owners of Two Sealing Vessels 
Suffer For Benefit of Quon- 
dam Companions 



■ ' As wn.s tlio case wlien lUc- ilrliiyrd 
payments to rfc(jiii]>i-'nse lluisf iiiter- 
<.'.stfcl in till' schooners seized liy tlio 
United Stales in I'.eriiij,' Sea and tlie 
Willie :\Ua;o\van and Ariel selsjed by 
tile Russian government were made 
tlirouKli the late collector of customs 
at this port, the location of those in- 
terested in the Vancouver Belle and 
Carmelite, the two schooners for which 
the long-delayed settlement has been 
made by the government at St 
Petersburg Is proving dltllenlt. Tin: 
BCltlement was made by tiie Russian 
Koverninont a year ago and arran; 
inents liavc Just been made through a 
Vancouver lirm for the distribution of 
tile payment rnnde, tolalUnK about 
S4S,000 for both schooners. The 
amount paid for the seizure of the 
,\Villlo McGowan und Ariel which were 
seized under similar conditions was 
$41,000. 

The Carmelite was owned in Vic 
torla by Capt. J. W. Peppett, owner 
of the schooners Pescawha and Um- 
■■brlna, and the Vancouver Belle was 
owned by Capt. Copp, her master, and 
others of Vancouver. Charles Croft, 
now engaged on a farm In Saanlch 
district who was" one of the crew of 
Capt. Alec. McLean's schooner Car- 
monclta, was one of the hunters, of 
the Vancouver Belle. Where the other 
hunters, boat-steercrg and others are 
is dlliicult to learn, for only a few 
have been located. When the Bering 
Sea claims were paid some of tlio 
claimants never appeared and some 
■were found as far distant as the Ben- 
in Islands. 

Mrs. Keofe, of Fort street, wido\v 
of Capt Michael Kccfe, of the schooner 
Eosle Oisen, owned liy A. K. Munro 
of the Victoria JSool-: and Stationery 

■ company; Andrew Gray, of the mar- 
ine Iron works, the late James Demp- 
ster and Andrew Cook of this city, 
returned a-'-.sliort time', ago from 
Ottawa where she wenti to push, her 
'claims with regard to the Rdsle Olsen,' 
■which, with the Maria, owned by 
Capt. Chas. )Iackett of the steamer 
Quadra and associates, was seized 
under identical circumstances, in fact 
with far less justification, as the 
Kclioonors for which payment had been 
made. The Ottawa government sac- 
rlllced the claims of these two schoon- 
ers and those i/iterested in them to 
effect a settlement for tlie other two 
schooners. 

Who Will Benefit. 

One of these who will l)cncfit by the 
jiaynient for tlu- Carmelite is ("apt. 
W. lluKlies, master of the C.P.R. 
steamer Princess Beatrice, who had 
cliarge of the vessel when she was 
seized and who, with Capt. Sprott 
Baicom, manager of the Pacific Whal- 
ing company, who was master of the 
scliooner Maria, seized at tlie same 
time, and the companies of the other 
schooners, was imprisoned at Petro- 
pavlovsk. The owners and those In- 
terested in the Rosle Olsen and Maria 
feel very keenly the injustice of the 
abandonment of their claims to effect 
a settlement for the other two schoon- 
ers. The Rosle Olsen was the first 
seized. She was taken July ■), 1892, 
40 miles from the Copper Islands b.v 
the Russian gunlioat Ivotik witli 379 
sealskin:; or: board. A few days later 
tile iCotilv lound tlie Vancouver Belle 
and seized licr. ''i'hc Maria was seized 
August 111, and the Carnii-llte live days 
later. All four .seluioners were taken 
to Petropavlovsk whore tlie crews 
were Imprisoned. 

When some of the survivors of that 
trip are In a reminiscent mood they 
teli some Interesting stories of their 
experiences. The schooners were 
gutted by the Russian guards after 
the manner the pearl-poacher.s were 
looted in the well-known Kiiiling 
story "The Devil and the Deep Sea." 
ICverything uf value was taken. Even 
the sidellglits were pirated to decorate 
llu' walks of the ;;(i\-(.rnor's residence. 
'J"he sealer;; wen^ roliI>cd and left in 
wlial thi'v .stijiid nil in when tliey were 
corralled iu v.iiat liad b'l^n a hen- 
house l)(d'ni-e it lj.-eaine their jail, 
p'rom this edil iirison tlu^ si>alers look- 
i-d out and saw the Ilu.ssl.uis walking 
past attired in their sweaters and long 
boots. Seven kopecks a day was their 
allowance for food and had It not been 
for the a.ssistnnco of Iclnd-hearted 
villagers they would have starved. 
I The Scalers' Return. 

Some wei'lis after the sealers were 
called from the hen-hi)us(.' ei'J re- 
vi(!Wed. the Indians being dellglited 
when they saw the gold braid .and 
brass buttons of the Governor. Thev 
Were told that the Governor had gi\ en 
the schooner Rosle Olsen to Capt. 
Copp of the Vancouver Belle. As 
many as could be crowded on that 
vessel, about eighty emaciated and 
disheartened aoaler.s arrived hero In 
the fall of 1892. Capt Cojip who had 
reehrlstened the Rosle Olsen, the Prize 
refused to turn her over to licr owuer.s 
in tills city, claiming the Ru.-'slan 
Governor l\ud made liini a present of 
the vessi'l. The courts awarded the 
schooner to lier former owners.. The 
majority of those who could not bo 
crowded on the Rosle Olsen were 
lirouglit fiom Potropvlovsky liy the 
American bark Majestic, wliose inastc;r 
demanded $50 each from the bankrupt 
company for bringing them homo. Ho 
was drowned a year later when the 
Majestic went down-, with all;, hands. 
Gapt. Baicom and Capt Hughes made 
tlieir way to Japan and came homo 
on an EmprG.-j.g steamer. 

Claims Made. 

Claims for the illegal seizures were 
made and iiresented through the Im- 
perial govorntuent, Ru-ssla paid over 
ten years ago for tlin Ariel and Willie 
.AIcGowan. Tlio claims of 'the other 
four schooners wore then pressed and 
nogotlallonH carried out by the Im- 
jierlal government wore abandoned. In 
laoi the Dominion govcrtimont sent 
Henry A. Little, a bni-rlster of ,Wood-

CW. Thomas & Co.), her present own- 
ers. She is 264 feet long, 39 feet beam 
nnd 23.6 feet deep. 

The vessels now quoted on tho over- 
due market include the Cortez, Jar- 
leui, Kylqsmore, Kenttnere,- Balmore, 
and Chlltonford. The Cortez which In

AVheii the teiidi'rs were cabled to 
Lloyd's by the Voc:\\ a.geiil .a query was 
maile by cable asking whether tem- 
porary repalr.s could be made.

T. G. Mitchell, Lloyd's surveyor who 
drew up the .spoclflcatlons on which 
the tenders wore mfcde, recommended 
permanent repairs.

Joliansen, of the Zapora, wtiich has 
returned to 'I'acoma from the ^lorthern 
British ('(dunibla fishing grounds. The 
Tacoina Ledger says: 

"It Is all a beautiful fairy t;ih'," 
said Captain Johansen. "We did not 
see the Kestrel or any other craft while 
wo were llahlng. Wo left Tacoma De- 
cember 10 and stopped at Nanaimo, 
B.C., for bait. 'We proceeded after four 
or Ave hours at Nanaimo and took the 
regular course out to sea from Cape 
Scott. 'We did not see a vessel of any 
liind or class until December 16, when* 
w I sighted the Flamingo, a Ashing ves- 
sel from Vancouver, B.C. This is the 
only vessel of any description we saw 
on the cruise until wo reached the in- 
side passage on our way home.

None vof 
tlie shipmasters liave been advised ;by 
tludr owners' of any cliangos and' some 
are incllned.-.to di'surcdlt the ihlTorma- 
tlon which- wiasVrobblyod'. at Portland 
Oregon.' Others credit the report. Ow- 
ing to the fact thqt the bulk of this 
season's grain - has been shipped the 
removal of tho minimum charter rate 
comes too Into to affect many of tho 
big fleet of disengaged ships, , 

With tho exception of thoSo char- 
tered early In the serison, very few 
sailing ships have received tho. union 
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rates of .27S'' 6d. There were a few 
early.

IRA'DA WRECKED OFF 

THE IRISH COAST 



Captain and Fivo of Crew Drowned- 
Survivors Clung to the Rocks 
Throughput Night 

Crook Haven, Ire., Deo. 23.— The 
British steamer Irada, from Galvo'ston 
Ueceniber 5, for Liverpool, Is !i total 
wri'ck on the southwestern point of 
.Mlsenhcad. Capt. Roberts, a, stewar- 
dess and four men were drowned. The 
remainder of the crew, sixty-live men, 
saved themselves. 'i'he steamer was 
dri ven ashore during a fog. 

It is estimated that the insurance 
losses on the Irada will amount to 
$.'i2,-|,000. This Is one of the heaviest 
blows that I.,ondon underwriters liave 
experienced in a longtime. The ! teain- 
er was wrecked about midnight Mon- 
day on the .scene of many shipwrecl!s. 
Capt. Boberts and the llrst ofllcer were 
(Ui tlie bridge at tlie time. The boats 
were launched, but th(,' sea ".vas so 
heavy thtit tliey were swamiied and 
the men were oldlged to scramble 
ashore ;is best they might. Those wlio 
were saved had a terrible experience 
clinging to tin.' roeks througliout the 
nlglit until about S o'clock in the 
morning, when men eng.agi'd In erect- 
ing a new fog signal station on the Is- 
lami hauled tliem up with ropes ;ind 
ladders to t!;-' top of tho cliffs. M.-iny 
of tliem were injured in the perilous 
ascent. 

Cai)t. Roiierts w;is formerly second 
oflicrr of tlie steamer Oceanic. 

Calveston, Tex., Dec. 23 — The steam- 
er Irada vailed on,llfi.r fortieth voyage 
lietween Galvestntr iuid Liverpool De- 
cember a witli one of the largest 
cargoes of tlie season, value-d at a 
million dollaxs and including 22,000 
bales of cotton. Tlie v<'ssel was v.alued 
at $200,000. Siio was a passenger 
steamer, but carried no passengers on 
this trip. 

SALVAGE OF WRECK 

CO ST ELE VEN LIVES 

Poisonous Gases Snuffed Out Lives of 
Ceylonese in 'Hold of the Sir 
John Jackson 



When tlic British steamer Sir John 
Jackson, load.-'d with corn and maize 
was wi'ecked on tlie coast of Ceylon 
her salvage jiroved costly In human 
lives, according to advices brouglit by 
the Kuv<-rlc. Tile Camji, a iiewspaf-er 
publislied at Batlicaloa, Ceylon, says; 
"The peojile of liatticaioa were shock- 
ed to hear that eleven men, who wen} 
e>Mgaj;ed in v.orldng freight on board 
the wrecked steamer, had bi'eii iiolsi, li- 
ed by the g.ises ill tile hold where 
they were working, and that their liod- 
les could not even be recovered. With 
the greatest intu'rest all the elf.n'ts to 
recovM- the eiirpses were followed by 
tlie crowd wlio watched from the shore. 
All was of no a\-ail, and the corpses 
of the niifortun.ate victims remain in 
tlio hold, and '.Vil! remain, we suppose, 
iinlii the action of the sea breaks the 
vrssel up. 

"It Is easy to be wise after the event, 
but it is evident that a serious liluiub'r 
wa.s made in injt liaving the hold test- 
ed before lUc men went down to 
wniif. it liad been tested during the 
evening .and on tl'.o stren.gtli of that 
test, work was resumed next morning; 
it would, at this time, be a cause; vi 
devout tliankfuliii.'ss if tlie test liad 
been made before starting worlt. Of 
course, it is iif)ssll)le th.at notlilng 
might li.avi! been discovered, .and tiial 
the work might have iirociaaled as it 
iKHiially (lid iji'oeeed v.'ith tin; same 
fatal n-sull, but tlierc> wouhl li.avc> lieeii 
the H.atlsfaelhm uf Icnowing th.at ;dl 
that could have l.ieen done to prevent 
dlsast(;r had ber-n done. 

"Wo are tokl tiiat four men of one? 
family liavi' met their death in that 
fatal ludd: that three of Ihrm were in 
I lie hold \\ heii the eruption of gas 
causi'il alioiu a ilo/eii men to drip as 
tlioiij;li (le-y li:ul licrn shot, .and that 
the f.iiirtli, .<i;iiT|f; iiis iirothers lying 
apparciitls- insensible in tile liold. 
Jumped down, Hung hlmseif upmi his 
eldi'St lirother ami i)ass.:(l into insin- 
!;lbllity in a iiimnent. Some ot tin; 
victims ar.- T.amlls and some Afoor- 
men. A\'e jiresume that compensation 
will be .awarded to thosi^ deiiendent 
upon tlu; bread winners who have so 
trnglenlly met tlieir fate.

The 
efforts put forth by the tSovornment 
Analyst and his helpers to recover the 
bodies were most praisowortliy, and 
were only desisted from when It was 
felt that any further effort might re- 
sult In atlH further loss of life, 

"Tho ship was a. terrible place in- 
licod; every kind of poisonoua gas 
seems to littve been generated by tho 
decomposing cargo of maize and rice. 
Silver coins were turned black in tho 
pocket, the gold rims of the spectacles 
worn by one gentleman wore eIso 
turned black; the air was suffocating 
and those who breathed It suffered for 
.some tlino afterwards. So pestilential 
was It felt to be that tlie Oovornment 
AiKilyst wired asking that a gunboat 
might be sent to knock tho slilp to 
pieces. This retiuost.has Ijeen refused. 

"jMeanv.'hilo the ship coiiiinuea to 
pour forth poisonous gas, which is 
blown to the shore When the wind is 
ill a certain direction, and we fear that 
when the N.E.' monsoon' blows, the 
.shore wUl have more of this gas than 
It now receives. Already, wo are told, 
one village has had to be deserted, for 
no one can endure tho stench from the 
slilp. Nobody can approach tho ship 
to dynamite her; but we are not with- 
out some hope of relief, for a wise and 
Iiatcrnal Government have ordered tho 
prosecution of tho Agents of tho vessel 
und We are earnestly hoping that, by 
the lime the case has been decided by 
the Privy Council in favor of the 
Agents, the elements ■will have had 
mercy ujion us and delivered us from 
tlie i)erll of plague, pestilence, and the 
pernicious iierfumery of tho Sir John 
Jackson."

More than a year 
has clap.sed since tho incorporation of 
the South Manchurian Railway Com- 
pany, but It has practically done noth- 
ing towards the development of :\Ian- 
cliurla. Japan is incurring a l.irge 
expenditure In Mancliurla, but there 
Is no sure prospect of obtaining a re- 
turn for the investment.

Tokyo Journal. Probably China will 
not so na.sily acriuiesco In.theso pro- 
posals, but Japan shoiild obtain her 
consent at all costs. Otnerwlso there 
Is no object In Japan holding Man- 
churia. China should bo approached 
In these iii;itters and her agrei'menl 
obtaliifil, if necessary, by presure 
brought to hoar on her government, 
however reluctant Japan may be to 
have recourse to .such measures. In 
sayinp tlii.i, it Is not Implied tliat Jap- 
an slinuli! introduce an exelu.slve 
policy in .Manchuria, which sliould re- 
main oprn to all comers.

On tho 
nlgiit before Ills execution lie put tills 
in an envelope, directed it to liabu 
K.alliias BoBO, vakil of Mozufferi)ore, 
and handed It to the Jail aulhoritica, 
with the rei]U.est that after ,hl.s execu-, 
tlon It might be handed lo the vakil, 
wlio was liLs counsel. The vakil lias 
applied l^or it, and correspondence is 
going on between him ami the jail au- 
thorities. Tlio curious announcement 
i.s made that Babu Kallda.s "out of 
sheer curiosity," has jireservcd In a 
bottle a (iviaiitlty of aslies collected 
fro.'ii Khudirani's funeral pyre, "not be- 
cause lie .sympathized with his crime, 
l)ut because it might enable the .scien- 
tists or alchemists to detect something 
in It that tended to make the Anarch- 
ist." Tlierc! were many demands for a 
pincli of tho ashes, but "a.4 that would

Dublin, Dec. 23.— Mr. Birrell, chief 
secretary for Ireland, lias written a 
letter to S. H. Butcher, M, In re 
ply to a fspeech made by the latter at 
Cork recently, on the attitude of the 
government toward tho question of 
land purchase. In the course of his 
letter Mr. Birrell says that Mr. Butch- 
er complained that tho government 
were showing a desire, If not actually 
declaring an intention to get out of 
and withdraw from some "bargain' 
compact," or "treaty of peace, ' which 
Is embodied In the L,and Purchase act 
of 1903. Tho only bargain ho can rec- 
ognize and tlie only bargain to which 
appeal can be made is the act itself. 
It is ijarl of the bargain that if stock 
is Issued at a iliscounl In order lo raise 
money for Irish land purcliase, the 
resulting cliarges will fall on the guar- 
antee fund, which means upon the 
Irish ratepayers, wllen the ileveloji- 
meiit fund is e.\hausted, and tlie most 
tile government lias done is out of 
eonsidt-ration for the i.ilepayers lo de- 
clare thai readjustinc?nt is inevllalili' 
uiid must be allempled. It is ueitlier 
more nor less than a cahiiiiiiy lo say 
that the government ■seek lo go back 
uimn Ihe Act of 1'J03. The only jjos- 
slble coniiilalnl that can bo made 
againsl the treasury la that it lias not 
sanctioned a staff large enough to 
carry out transactions at a greater 
speed than is represented by $2,'i,0llU,- 
000 wortli of land in each year. Tills 
was tlie rate contemplated liy Mr. 
Wyndhani for the first tiirore years 
and thougli he exiiressed the hope tliat 
tlie pace might be (juickened as time 
went on, iiopes are no part of a "bar- 
gain," "compact," or "treaty of peace." 
He shanks Mr. Wynhdam's hope and 
has arranged with tho treasury for 
such an increase of staff as will on- 1 
able the land commission to proceed 
a little faster. But, he asks, what 
would have been tho loss on flotation 
If tho staff has been large enough to 
demand from the treasury during the 
lust three years $200,000,000 to be 
raised on tho issue, of land stock, the 
whole of which, after the exhaustion 
of the develofpment grant, would have 
fallen upon the ratepayers? It Is 
somewhat lightly said that if the gov- 
ernment cannot get tho money by tho 
Issue of land stock, they must get It in 
some other- way. None of the 'schemes 
Ijroposed offer any ertainty, or oven 
probability, of success, and It is doubt- 
ful whether they aro consistent with 
the teams of purchase laid down In 
the act. The act of 1903 requires Im- 
liortant amendment, nnd It is the In- 
tention of the government during tlie 
autumn session to introduct; a bill 
which will give Parliament an 
ojjportunlty of considering these 
amendments. 

Butcher's Reply. 
Mr. Butcher, M. P., addressed tho 
following reply to Mr. Birrell: "My 
dear Birrell, I nave been away from 
home, and only this morning has your 
letter of October 5 reached me. You 
roprlmand mo sharply for a speech I 
made on land purchase at the Cork 
meeting on October 1, and some of the 
remarks I made on that occasion 
seem to you to contain neither more 
nor less than a calumny of the govern- 
ment. W ill you permit me to call at- 
tention to whal I actually said? Some 
Iirevidus sije.ikera had used the words 
"bargain," "contract," "compact," to j 
iles(;ri!u.' the arrangement the slate ; 
had made for carrying- out l;uui pur- ! 
chase on the itre'seiu terms l)y means j 
of imperial credit. 1 guarded myself 1 
against using iirecist'ly that language, j 
a-iid the only s'.rlel liargain Is, as you 1 
say in your letler, that which is con- , 
tained in the se-ctioiis of the act iiself, 
and so I drev/ a deduction that Hie! 
government is now guilty of what i 
Home would call a breach of faith. I | 
do not know whether il is leehnically 
a breacli of faith, but of this i am sure, 
that It is a reijudialion of an honor- 
able understanding ;iiid engagemi'nt. 
'i'o that \iew I adhere. That certain 
amendments in tlie act are neci>ssary 
no one denies. l'"or instance, accord- 
ing to the U'lter of the act. as you 
yourself reminded me, the losses on 
flotation fall on the ratejiayers of Ire- 
land. IJy common consent this must 
be altered. The prinu! minister Jilni- 
self has s.aid that "nobody contem- 
plated thai the losses should fall on 
the rales." The ni;ed of readjustment 
is hire admltti'il; il is not lUi tills 
point llial any issue is raised; il is 
elsewhere that Ihe dlffi.'renci^ arises. 
^Vhat I laid stress on was that liieri' 
is an obllgalson of honor resting on 
the state, as distinct from aiis- strh't 
"bargain" which can be cnfnrced in a 
court of law. The act gave euiijodi- 
me-nt to a great and far-reaching 
policy. It conlalned an Implied prom- 
!;ie. thai, so long as landlords find ten- 
ants agroec^. under certain cardinal 
conditions as to the price, tho state 
would advance tho purchase money. 
'11 was,' I observed, 'a great venture, 
but It was made for a great objetit. 
Tiie state undertook that policy know- 
ing what It was about, and every man 
at that time was convinced tlmt once 
undertaken tho state meant to carry 
It through.' 

Delay Means Disaster. 
"Turning to thi^ iiositlon of affalr.q 
at present, [ said, 'Delay now me.-uis 
disaster; to suspend the course o[' land E 
purchase now Is to wreck tho policj-. 
There are '15 millions' worth of agre.;- 
ments made for land iiurchaso. Is it 
rational to ask us to hold tliese over 
for 1(1 or l,'i years? If the stale did 
make a siudiig In this resjiect il would 
lose ten times over In the unr('sl and 
diseoiitent of Irt-huul.' .Such was llni 
gist of the speech. I see nothing to 
exiilaln away or withdraw. I have ne 
desire to carry on a party controv.-ers.v 
The case Is too grave for that. I will 
merely repeat words wiilch 1 used al 
Cork — tliat 'It would bo an act of 
political folly oh the part of the gov- 
ernment to withdraw Imperial credit 
at this crisis nnd allow land purchase 
to fall just because It has been too 
suecoHaful.' - The closing p.anigrapli of 
your letter leads me ,to hopo.that you 



are as deeply convinced of this fact 
as I am.

Land Owners Protest. 

The twenty-third annual meeting of 
tho Irish Land Owners' Convention 
was hold at 1)5 Dawson street, Dublin. 
Lord Clonbroek presided in the ab- 
sence of the Duke of Aberconi, and 
there was a large attendance. 

Lord Clonbroek, In opening the pro- 
ceodlng.s, said that the ilrst subject to 
which ho wished to allude was tho 
great delay and uncertainty In the ad- 
ministration of the Land Act, both 
from I'.nancial dllllculties and' from 
delay In procedure. The committee 
in their report had refrained from ex- 
pressing any delliiite opinion upon 
these matters, but It was plain that 
delays In procedure were most Injur- 
iauH, notlonly to the position of the 
landlords.Vbut also to that of pur- 
cliaslng tehsujts; and, further, delay.s 
were injurloHs because of the state 
of uncertainty and unrest created in 
the country. For that h(^ason ho had

has always attached to the name of 
the United KlnL'doni in financial mat- 
ters; (2) 'i'hat, if linanclal dllllculties 
render it Imriossible that speedy pay- 
ment in cash should be. iiroviiled. It 
becomes the duty of tlie governcmnt 
to iiropose an equivalent; (3) That, 
if the final payment of the purchase 
money cannot be greatly expedited, we 
most strongly urge on the government 
that il would be only reasonable that 
siich alterations in the existing pro- 
cedure sl-.ould be made as would en- 
ale temporary loans at 3 1-2 iier cent, 
to be made by the government to ven- 
dors to pay off mortgages and other 
charges.

BALZAC SOUVENIRS 



Museum Specially Devoted to Sou- 
venirs of the Writer 



Paris, jDoc. 23. — Admirers of: Balzac 
who come, to , Paris .will, hereafter have 
an opp6r.tunlty -idf visiting f a'.tauscum 
specially devotea:< to souvenirs of the 
writer. "It -consists of ' the quaint old 
house' and garden in the Rue Ray- 
nouard, at No. 47, which' ho Inhabited 
many years, and where he wroto a 
number of his best works. Curiously 
enough, tho house recalls one of the 
most diflicult periods to an alarming 
extent. He selected the house, It is 
stated, purposely us a sort of harbor 
of refuge from duns. It has no direct 
entrance from the Rue Raynouard, 
and one has first to pass through tho 
hall of another house and go down 
two flights of stairs to a courtyard 
below. The house, which Is a small 
building, and which the French would 
-only call a "pavilion," Is entered from 
the courtyard, and lias a little garden 
at the liack. At one side of the gar- 
don there Is a steep wall, down the 
side of the hill, giving tho place tho 
appearance of a little fortress. The 
museum is at present only in an in- 
cipient stage, with scarcely more than 
a dozen articles which belonged to the 
author, but In time It will, no doubt, 
Increase In Importance.

Tile tooiihsomo turkey v.dll be fiilrly 
plentiful tills ClirlstmnH and In conse- 
<iueiice prices, wlillo (iiiitc hiKli enough 
for the averase householder, are a shade 
easier than was expected some weeks 
ago. At ThanksKlvlns the blue-blooded 
Island turkey, the monarch of the fowl 
creation, retailed at 40 cents per pouml 
and there were but few offering but this 
Christmas tho supply of tlie Islaml 
product, while limited and nowhere 
equal to the demaml. I.s still UirKer 
than looked for with the result that the 
price now asked is 3u lo 3,") cents per 
pound. For those who cannot, or will 
not puy this figure, there is a plentiful 
.supply of Imported turkeys from the 
oast, of excellent (piallty and size, wlilch 
are selling at from 22 to 25 cents per 
pound. Other fowl is In good supply. 
Local geese are brimming from IS to 22 
cents per pound while tho Imported ar- 
ticle sells at IS to 20 cents. Chicken, 
of which there Is a seemingly unlimited 
quantity. Is selllnir at 25 to 30 cents, 
t'no latter price being for the milk fed 
fowl. Last year dealers experienced tho 
greatest difficulty In getting a supply 
of chlckOns but tlii.s year the difficulty 
has not been experienced. 

About four carloads, or over 80,000 
pounds, of Imported fowl have been 
brought Into the city for the Christmas 
trade and as the local product will not 
fall far short ot tliat amount, some Idea 
of the amount of succulent tiirki^y, 
chicken and other fowl offered Victor- 
ians citn bo gained. 

In other linos of produce the market 
Is well stocked iuid the Christmas of- 
ferings from till' stamlpoinl of cpiai- 
Ity are exceptionally Hood. 

Jnpanoso Oranges. 
In the fruit lini' there is reported 
!i Ihreuteiied slioitage of .lapanesu or- 
anges. In fact dealers state that i.' 
Is doubtful if any further ehlpmtnts 
will be received here. A shipment was 
e.\pected to arrive hero Just prior lo 
Chrlstnia.s but there will not bo tiny 
received until aft.n- the New Year and 
perhaps not then. It Is claimed tliat 
the close inspection of fruit and the 
necessity of fumigating arrivals has 
caused shippers to hold back as tlie.v 
are evidently not willing to take tae 
chance of having their shipments re- 
fu.sed on landing liere. As ,1 rule when-| Apples, per box 
a shipment of .lapunese oranges arrives 
here it consists of ne.-irly lU.OOO boxes 
but on the last lOmprcss there were 
only 3,000 joxe.s In all for Vancouver 
.Tiid not a box for the local market. 
Those now olTerliig for sale are retail- 
ing at from 70c to 75c. per box. Na- 
vel oraiiEos are In good supply and of 
excellent ciuality and retail ;il from 
2.00, to 50c. per dozi-n. The large or- 
ange Is coiispicuous by Its absence. Ad- 
vices from California state t'nat tlie 
fruit this year Is small In size though 
tho quality appears to he about all tliat 
was looked for. Hanaii.is are offering 
In liberal iiuantitii-s. Since tlitr lirst

Beet Sugar In the United States. 

One of the most iniporlant of the In- 
cluslrlOH developed in recent years la 
the production of sugar from sugar 
beets. More or less desultory work 
Wiis done on sugar boots as far back 
as 1S07. Ill 1892 only six .factories 
were in oporatiun in the United 
.States, .says tho New York Sun, tho 
combined output of which was a little 
over 27,000,000 |)ouiids ot sugar. 

According to the National magazine, 
there ;iro now no less thtin 04 factories 
in operation, with a combined output 
of iuniroxlinately 500.000 short tons of 
.sugar manufactured from beets, with a 
factory value of .$45,000,000. 

One most important factor has been 
the production of a high grade sugar 
beet seed. l'"'or many years American 
growers have been dependent almost 
exclusively on foreign countries for 
sugar boot seed, but for three or four 
years) past the United .States dopart- 
ineiit of agriculture has been encour- 
agjiig th.> .-.ucces.sful growth of sugar 
beet seed in the United States. It 
has .shown that the seed can be greatly 
Improved by breeding, tests of beets 
from AiiH-rlcan grown seed running as 
hinh ;i.s 17, IS and somotlmea 20 per 
cent. Ku.gar.
